The Examiner has stated that Applicant must elect a specific auxiliary 
component or a mixture from claims 28, 136, 155. Applicant hereby selects "vanillin" 
as listed in claim 28. All elected claims are readable on this species. From the non- 
elected claims, claims 132, 134, 135, 136, 137, 140, 142, 144, 146, 149 and 153 are 
readable on this species. 



The Examiner has stated that Applicant must elect a specific R group from 
claim 46. Applicant hereby selects "alkyl" as listed in claim 46. All claims are 

readable on this species. 

The Examiner has stated that Applicant must elect a specific carrier from claim 
105, 114, 116, 126. Applicant hereby selects "viscous fluid" as listed in claim 116. 
Claims 1-4, 6, 13, 18, 23, 27-29, 43, 45-46, 49-50, 53, 59, 68, 75, 80, 84, 88, 103, 
105, 116, and 155-159 are readable on this species. From the non-elected claims, 
claims 132, 134, 135, 136, 137, 138, 140, 141, 142, 143, 144, 146, 149 and 153 are 

readable on this species. 

The Examiner has stated that Applicant must elect a specific source or 
combination from claims 134, 144. Applicant hereby selects "decomposing proteins" 
as listed in claim 134. Applicant would like to note that all elected claims are readable 
on this species. From the non-elected claims, claims 132, 134, 135, 136, 137, 138, 
140, 141, 142, 143, 146, 149 and 153 are readable on this species. 

The Examiner has stated that Applicant must elect a specific location from 
claims 135, 137, 140. Applicant hereby selects "hospitals" as listed in claim 135 and 
137 and 140. Applicant would like to note that all claims are readable on this species. 

Applicant reserves the right to file, at a later date, divisional applications 
claiming priority from the present application which are directed to any one or more 

of the non-elected Groups. 

Applicant would respectfully like to note that it is unclear what the relevance of 
Benet et al. (US 5,665,386) is to the instant application.
